RESULTS OF VISIT OF NIGER PRESIDENT TO BENIN 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 19 May 81 p 3 


[Excerpt] Upor che invitation of Comrade Mathieu Kerekou, president of the Peorple's 
Republic of Benin, chief of state, president of the National Executive Council, 

Col Seyni Kountche, president of the Supreme Military Council and chief of state 

of the Republic of Niger, paid a social and working visit to the People's Republic 
of Benin on Friday, 15 May 1981. 


During his stay, the Nigerien chief of state and the delegation accompanying him 
were given an enthusiastic and warm welcome by the Beninese population. 


Col Seyni Kountche and President Mathieu Kerekou had private interviews which took 
place in an atmosphere of brotherhood, friendship and mutual understanding. 


Both chiefs of state were pleased with the excellent and trustful relationship 
that has always united the two nations and is founded on neighborliness and coop- 
eration. 


Throughout their talks the two chiefs of state made an in-depth study of all issues 
touching upon the cooperation linking their two countries in various sectors. 


Surveying the Chadian situation, both chiefs of state reaffirmed the need to find 
a just and permanent solution to the problems that plague that sister nation. 
They reaffirmed their commitment to the establishment of a real and lasting peace 
through consistent implementation of the Lagos Agreement of 28 October 1979 to 
safeguard Chad's sovereignty, national unity and territorial integrity. 


Regarding the situation in Northwestern Africa, the two chiefs of state expressed 
their deep concern in the face of mounting tension in that area. They reaffirmed 
the urgent need for a just and peaceful settlement of the Western Sahare conflict, 
based on the Saharan nation's right to self-determination in accordance with the 
OAU resolutions pertaining to that nation and with the recommendations of the ad 
hoc committee created by the OAU. 


With respect to Southern Africa, the two chiefs of state expressed their firm 
censure of the uncompromising attitude manifested by Pretoria's racist minority 
regime in refusing to implement the decisions of the international community 
regarding Namibia. They reaffirmed their total support for the fight led by 
SWAPO, the only legitimate representative of the Namibian people. The two chiefs 














of atate strongly condemned the policy of apartheid and raciem of Pretoria's 
raciet regime, and renewed their fraternal solidarity with the South African 
people in its struggle ‘or recognition of ite fundamental rights to liberty and 
dignity. The two chiefs of atate also condemned the criminal attacks by the 
Pretoria regime againat the neighboring independent etates, particularly Angola 
and Mozambique. 


With regard to the Middle East, the two chiefs of state, having reviewed their 
concern with the extreme worsening of tension in that area, reaffirmed their 
indestructible support for the struggle of the Palestinian people under the 
leadership of the PLO, its only legitimate representative. In that respect, they 
emphasized that a just and lasting solution in the Middle East must be of a total 
nature and must necessarily include the PLO's participation, the fulfillment of 
the national rights of the Palestinian people and total and unconditional with- 
drawal of the Israeli occupation forces from all Arab territories, including 
Jerusalem. 


In the area of inter-African economic cooperation, the two chiefs of state were 
pleased with the real progress accomplished by the Conseil de 1'Entente [Alliance 
Council] and by ECOWAS, to which both their countries belong. 


Both chiefs of state reaffirmed their indefectible commitment to the principles 

of non-alignment which must enable the Third World states in general and the 
African states in particular to strengthen their national independence and to 

make their positive contribution to preserving and upholding international peace 
and security, and also to contribute to the establishment of a new, more equitable 
and more mutually supportive international order. 


At the close of his stay in the People's Republic of Benin, Col Seyni Kountche 
expressed his great appreciation for the relentless efforts manifested by Benin, 
the sister nation. 


Col Seyni Kountche expressed his sincere thanks to his brother and friend, 
President Mathieu Kerekou, to the National Executive Council and to the militant 
population of Cotonou for the particularly friendly welcome and hospitality 
extended, during his stay, to himself and to the delegation that accompanied hia.

be “ANCE OF POWER IN HORN SHIFTING TOWARD ETHIOPIA 
London 8 DAYS in English No 21, 30 May 81 pp 22, 23 


[Text] The Horn of Africa, desperately poor but strategically placed at the 
entrance to the Red Sea, looks as explosive as ever at first sight. The furious 
war of rhetoric between Ethiopia and Somalia goes on, and superpower rivalry has 
been intensified, now that the Soviet military backing of Ethiopia has been 
matched by the US acquisition of military facilities in Somalia. 


In reality, however, the balance of forces in the Horn has changed dramatically 

in the past year. Ethiopia appears to have got the upper hand in the two crucial 
areas of conflict: the Ogaden region of southeastern Ethiopia, a mainly arid area 
largely inhabited in peacetime by Somali nomads, and its northern province of 
Eritrea, which has been fighting to secede from Ethiopia since 1962. 


A year ago, Somali regular troops were operating in large numbers in the Ogaden, 
not just iu support of the guerrillas of the Western Somali Liberation Front, but 
in separate operations against the Ethiopian and Cuban troops there. By the end 
of last year, however, the Ethiopians--without, it is said, direct assistance from 
the 13,000 Cubans still in Ethiopia--reasserted effective control over the whole 
of the Ogaden. The Somalis finally withdrew their last regular troops at the 
beginning of this year, leaving the guerrillas badly weakened. 


In Eritrea, a kind of stalemate has existed for at least a year, with the two 
min guerrilla movements confined to the northern enclave of the province. An 
agreement last November between Colonel Mengistu Haile Mariam, the Ethiopian 
head of state, and President Jaafar Numeiri of Sudan appears to be restricting 
supplies to the Eritrean guerrillas from Sudanese territory. 


Despite heavy guerrilla fighting in Tigre province, just south of Eritrea, the 
position of the central government in Ethiopia still looks stronger than it has 
since the 1974 revolution, as does Mengistu's own position. The same cannot be 
said for the once marxist government of Somalian President Siyad Barre, who has 
held power since 1969. President Barre's regime has been under pressure ever 
since Somalia's defeat by Ethiopian and Cuban troops in the Ogaden in 1978. The 
defeat, combined with economic misery, the harsh nature of the regime and the 
belief that Siyad Barre favours his own tribal clan over the others has led to 
the formation of three opposition movements, one of which, the Ethiopia-based 
Somali Salvation Front, has staged guerrilla raids into Somalia. 











Even the agreement with the US, under which Washington will use military facilities 
at Berbera on the Gulf of Aden, has yielded guch less to Somalia than Siyad Barre 
had hoped. He asked initially for $2bn worth of aid; he is getting $40 worth of 
military credits, to be used on ‘non-effective’ weapons. Moreover, the US 

insisted Somalia pulled its troops out of the Ogaden before the aid was released. 


But the US presence in Somalia sees the reversal of superpower roles that has 
occurred since 1977, when the Americans were chrown out of Ethiopia and the 
Russians ejected from Somalia. The only way the Horn could cease to be an area 
of superpower rivalry would be to resolve the conflict between the two African 
countries. 


While Ethiopia feels a debt of gratitude to the Soviet Union for its military 

help in the wars (and owes about $2bn for arms), it has in the past avoided being 
tied to either power bloc. Two of the seven men in Mengistu's executive committee 
of the ruling military council (the Derg) are pro-Soviet hardliners, but the 
remainder, including Mengistu himpelf, are considered to be halfway between 
marxism and nationalism. If Ethiopia has many of the practices of a marxist 
state, it has not gone as fast as the Soviet Union would like in establishing its 
Communist Party. 


In any resolution of the conflict between Ethiopia and Somalia, it is Somalia that 
would have to compromise more. Ethiopia can claim to have been defending its 
territory, while Somalia would have to drop the principle enshrined in the Somali 
constitution that the people of the Ogaden should be allowed self-determination. 
That principle may have moral justification--the unrealistic ex-colonial border 
between the two countries divides the Somali people--but is unacceptable to 
Ethiopia. 


Yet there are signs that even in Somalia, a war-weary population, conscious of 


Ethiopia's overwhelming military strength and fearful of outright invasion, 
believes the time may have come to compromise.

PRESS CENSORSHIP PROTESTED BY OPPOSITION PARTIES 
Paria LE CONTINENT in French 7 Jun 61 p 4 


[Text] Bangui--PFive parties in opposition to President David Dacko have protested 
against the censorship of press correspondents in Bangui and have demanded the 
re-establishment of the General Union of Central African Workers [UGTC], which 
was dissolved on 16 May. In a letter dated from Bangui and distributed in Paris 
on 2 June by a representative of the signatories, the Central African president 

is accused of “having established censorship over the dispatches sent out by 
correspondents with the press agencies" in Bangui and requiring them, since 16 
May, to submit their articies for review by the Central African ministry of posts 
and telecommunications. Those signing the letter were Abel Goumba (FPO-PT) 
[Ubangi People's Patriotic Front-Labor Party), Francois Pehoua (GIRA [ Independent 
Grouping for Political Reflection and Action), Gueret (MDI) [Movement for 
Democracy and Independence], Ange Patasse (MLPC) [Central African People's 
Liberation Movement ],and Henri Maidou (PRP) [Republican Party for Progress). They 
are also protesting against the prohibition against broadcasting which affects 
"all political parties except the UDC [expansion unknown)," President Dacko's 


party. 


Also, the five signatories demand the “immediate and unconditional re-establishment 
of the UGTC and all its rights, an end to the “witch hunt” against ite activists, 
respect for constitutional freedoms and continuation of the demcratic process."

FOREIGN MINISTER: NO FOREIGN BASES--Bragzaville--The Congo will not stand for any 
foreign bases on ite territory, and the authorities in Bragzaville remain firmly 
opposed to it, said Congolese Foreign Minister Pierre Nee Wednesday 3 June in an 
interview given to the national daily MVETI. "The Congo has never wanted foreign 
bases on ite territory. This is as true now as it was in the past. In other 
words, there will be none at all," eadd Mr Nee, adding that “it would be desirable 
for there to be no foreign bases anywhere at all inAfrica."” The head of 

Congolese diplomacy also declared himeelf in support of Africa's "“denucleariza- 
tion." This wae desirable, he said, a8 a move toward preserving peace and in order 
to keep Africa from becoming a field for the confrontation of foreign interests. 
These statements, coming lese than 2 weeks after the president of the Congo, 

Col Denis Sassou Nguesso, returned from Moscow, are intended to put an end to the 
rumors that authorities in Brazzaville granted the Soviets some facilities that 
could lead to the establishment of military bases in the Congo.

PRESIDENT'S 4=YEAR RECORD POSITIVE ON BALANCE

[Text] Djibouti--/"My dream is to create a society free of all tribal differ- 
ences," “To vote for Hassan is to have hope for peace in the region."/ This 
ambition of the head of state, and the campaign slogan in his honor, well 
reflect the twofold concerne of Djibouti's leaders on the eve of the 12 June 
presidential balloting: to strengthen domestic unity and to encourage a 
relaxation of tension in the Horn of Africa. Por the moment, the dream of 
national unity seems less chimerical than the hope for a reconciliation between 
Somalia and Ethiopia. 


On 27 June, the Republic of Djibouti will be 4 years old. The voices of the 
Cassandras who prophesied fire and blood at the time of independence now seen 

iar off. Certainly, there have been tribulations, and aleo alarms. A series 

of violent incidentse/ between 1977 and 1979, some of which caused deaths, 
jeopardized the /"unity formula"/ which keeps together the two ethnic groupse-- 
the majority Teeas and the minority Afars--which have euch very different life- 
styles, traditions, and social structures. Two years later, the state of Djibouti 
has imposed iteelf as a fact both within and beyond ite borders. It is now a time 
for consolidation. 


The 12 June election--in which all citizens have the right to vote--is a part of 
that process, and the incumbent president, Hassan Gouled, an Isea, is the only 
candidate. Since 1977, Mr Gouvled hae held office only on the basis of a mandate 
from the national assembly. By asking for a vote of popular support, he hopes to 
atrengthen both his own base and that of the state. There is no doubt that the 
results will go strongly in his favor. In Djibouti, he stands in no man's 
shadow. Thie makes it all the more puzzling the fact that he has not done every- 
thing possible to encourage rivals to run. /"Il have not stopped anybody from 
running,”/ he says. Of course, but the strictness of the statutory requirements 
were enough to exclude the emergence of an opponent in reality. 


In effect, according to the law governing elections, any candidate sust /"be 
sponsored by a regularly constituted political party represented by at least 25 


ll 
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deputies."/ This double condit‘onality virtually eliminates the possibility for a 
second candidate in a country where the national assembly has only some 60 
members, many of whom are ministers, and who are subject to the rule of a de 
facto single-party, the People's Rally for Progress (RPP). President Gouled's 
assured victory in the absence of an opponent will necessarily be less glorious. 


The Arguments of che Opponents 


/"I do not want to participate in this rigged game,"/ says Ahmed Dini, the former 
prime minister who went into the opposition in late 1977, He is urging people to 
abstain, but his watchword is scarcely likely to be heard. Mr Dini's influence, 
like that of Mr Abdallah Kamil, his ephemeral successor, has decreased over the 
years. Neither one has a broad popular following. A brilliant intellectual who 
fought alongeide Mr Gouled for 10 years, Dini has not been able to assert himself 
as a man of action and does not enjoy political foraye into /"the bush." Kamil 
suffers from not being sufficiently distanced from the Afare extremist groups that 
tried to destabilize the regime, with Ethiopian support, after independence. In 
any event, nothing and no one can stop Mr Gouled, whose supporters tout his /"40 
years of experience in politics,"/ from getting a new 6-year term. He is then 
pee to start preparing for the legislative elections scheduled for the spring 
of 1982. 


Mr Gouled's primary assets are his integrity and his relish for contact with the 
people. His Afars opponents--Mr Dini first of all--complain that he has 
conducted a /"tribalistic"/ policy by systematically favoring the Issa ethnic 
group, a branch of the Somali people. (This group accounts for between 50 and 

70 percent of the population, according to the very rough estimates that have been 
made in the absence of a recent census). The criticism is largely unfounded. 

In the last 4 years, the minority tribe has been under-represented neither in 
Parliament nor in the government. The current prime minister, Mr Barkat Gourat 
Hamadou, is an Afar like his predecessors. /"Tokens,"/ Mr Dini objects. But the 
argument is a bit strained when Afar ministers are heading such domains as defense, 
justice, and ports (critical to the economy). Some administrative sectors, 
traditionally controlled by the Afars, have remained in their hands, 


The president has not been content to sit back and orate in this country which is 
still so strongly stamped with nomadism and /"the wrangling of herdsmen,"/ those 
who /"“drink dirty water."/ He has made many tours into the Afar country, which 
he did not know well. He has been careful to tilt the balance back toward the 
northern part of the country, which is poorest and was long neglected by the 
central government. In fact, the only industry in the country--a water bottling 
plant--is located in that region. It is true that tribal resentments have been 
nourished by a sense of isolation, indeed of abandonment, that has been felt by 
the Afars as a result of a policy in which mst economic development went to the 
port and city of Djibouti, which is predominantly Somali. 


By contrast, the Afars justly condemn the dominance of the Issas within the army, 
which has scarcely 4,000 men. Issa dominance, except in the police force, is 
really quite striking (about 80 percent). It is explained partly by the fact 
that the core of the army (the Commando Intervention Regiment or RCI) contains a 
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number of veterans from the old Somali Coast Liberation Front (FLCS) which fought 
for independence before 1977. Mr Gouled must correct this inequity if he wants 
to be completely credible about his desire to extirpate tribaliam, which one day 
he described as a /"leprous plague."/ 


If the Republic of Djibouti has been able to assert ite independence, it ia not 
only because of the presence of the 4,000 French soldiers. It is also because 
Mr Gouled has convinced the Ethiopian and Somali leaders of his neutrality in the 
Ogaden conflict. /"Djibouti remains strictly equidistant from both Addis Ababa 
and Mogadiscio,"/ says Mr Moumin Bahdon Farah, the minister of foreign affairs. 


Djibouti, ie is true, has an overriding in’ crest in encouraging the establishment 
of a climate of confidence in the Horn of rica. The republic has 36,000 
Ethiopian refugees, in addition to the 2\ ,00 Djiboutians (15 percent of the 
population) who were drought victims. Despite international assistance, this 
increasing presence weighs heavily on the economy. 


In August 1980, Mr Gouled, with French blessing, proposed the idea of an 
/“exploratory mission"/ intended to /"advance peace in little eteps."/ In March 
and April, he visited five countries in the region: Ethiopia, Kenya, Sudan, 
Somalia, and South Yemen. Like Somalia, the Republic of Djibouti is in favor of 
/"self-determination"/ of the people concerned. But like Ethiopia, it is loyal 
to the principle of not changing the colonial borders that has been consecrated 
in the charter of the OAU (Organization of African Unity). It is p.emature for 
Mr Gouled to talk about any Djiboutian mediation in the Ogaden. There is also 
no question for the moment of a possible regional conference such as France tried 
to promote in 1978. /"The sowing,"/ he adds, however,/ “was carried out under 
excellent conditions, and the crop is growing well."/ 


Djibouti agreed to participate in the regional economic commission set up this 
year by Kenya, Sudan, and Ethiopia to /"promote trade and develop the border 
regions,"/ after having obtained assurances from Addis Ababa that the group would 
subsequently be open to Somalia. After 2 and 1/2 years of arduous negotiation, 
Djibouti this March concluded with its neighbor a new agreement of the juridicial 
status of the old Franco-Ethiopian railroad, which had lapsed since independence. 
The financial and technical terms accepted by Addis Ababa are very equitable. Two 
years ago Ethiopia withdrew ite support from the small Afar groups that were 
threatening the stability of Djibouti, without however going as far as agreeing 
to disarm them. Gouled for his part has ended his support for partisans of Ali 
Mirah, former Sultan of Haoussa, presently exiled in Saudi Arabia. Several 
deserters from the Ethiopian army have also been returned by Djibouti to their 
units. To accommodate Pres ont Mengistu, Djibouti avoids making public statements 
on the Eritrean problem. 


These courteous negotiations and exchanges have enabled the young republic to 
normalize its relations with its neighbors while still maintaining its 
independence. At a big meeting held Tuesday in Djibouti, an official poster 
depicted Mr Gouled with a firehose in his hands putting out the glowing flames 
engulfing the Ogaden; Mr Gouled /"the fireman of the Horn?"/ The expression is a 
little forced even without the absurdity of the formulation. However, his 
perseverance in the quest for peace may someday bear fruit.

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AMERICANS TABOO IN SWA--The Americans came under severe attack in the National 
Assembly thie week, ironically from two opposing quarters, First off the mark 
was Mr Sarel Becker, leader of the HNP in SWA, followed by Mr Alex Woodman, a 
DTA Coloured member in the Assembly. Mr Becker warned that international money 
power, particularly that based in America, was just ae big a threat to southern 
Africa as the communists. ‘There is no doubt that they want to turn this country 
into a labour farm, reaping off the profite for themselves," he said. One such 
organisation in the US, Mr Becker alleged, was the Council for Foreign Relations 
which in turn had a great influence on the Reagan Administration's foreign 
policy. He said that this organisation wanted southern Africa completely under 
its control and operated through people such as the Assistant Secretary of State 
of Africa, Dr Chester Crocker, Mr Woodman on the other hand, said that the only 
people who could be trusted in SWA were the Southwesters themselves. "I don't 
trust Mr Clark, I don't trust the US and I don't trust the UN," he said. "They 
say that they will guarantee our future and that they will give use help after 
independence, but as sure as day follows night, they will probably leave us to 
be another Rhodesia, "SWA's future will have to be worked out by the South- 
westers alone, seeking stability, security and safety, not in the conference 
halls of New York and Geneva. A brotherhood of all Southwesters is what is 
desperately necessary. “We may differ in culture, but there is no need for us to 
differ on major policy,” he said, “And that is that we should agree not to have 
our throats cut or be chased out of the country as the Portuguese were chased out 
of Angola." Mr Woodman condeded earlier in his speech that supporters of SWAPO 
did often reflect the general mood of the Blacks and Browns in SWA, (Text)

MOOD OF THE PEOPLE--It was uncertain who ruled SWA today--the Minister's Council, 
the SA Government or Aktur--said Mr H.K, Conradie im the National Assembly, while 
speaking Juring the second reading Budget debate last week, Mr Conradie who is 

a new Damara representative for the DTA in the National Assembly said that the 
enail's pace at which reforms were being inetituted in the Territory at present 
were 4 strong indication that Aktur still held effective power in several spheres, 
"in the true sense of the word," he added, Attacking the progress currently being 
made on the municipal level of Government, Mr Conradie labeled the Arnold Report 
on the future third tier “a delaying tactic,” and proceeded to describe the back- 
ward etate of many of the country's Black towns, There were still many townships 
in the Territory where houses lacked a toilet or bathroom facilities, said Mr 
Conradie, The Black people were deeply hurt at the fact that matters affecting 
them were always shelved till last, while Whites enjoyed preference. Municipal- 
ities should be forced to stop evicting tenants by default when they failed to 
pay their rent. ‘Municipalities build houses in the townships on money loaned 
from the White Administration, and then evict tenants when they fall in arrears 
with their rentals," Mr Conradie said. “As a teacher in the past, most of my ex- 
pupils are today SWAPO members outside the country," said Mr Conradie, and con- 
tinued: "Il am not ashamed to be seen with ay SWAPO friends in Katutura, That is 
how I know the real mood of the people.” “They tell me that there are still many 
things that need to be done," Mr Conradie said further, “and today we still have 
the chance to rectify all the wrongs so that the Namibian people cannot point

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PRESIDENT DISCUSSES RELATIONS WITH BENIN, IVORY COAST 


Niamey LE SAHEL in French 16-17 May p 5 


[President Seyni Kountche's press conference in Niamey following hie May 15 trip 
to Benin and the Ivory Coast-<date not specified) 


[Text] [Question] Mr President, during this trip you had talke with President 
Houphouet=Boigny in Yamoussoukro and with President Kerekou in Cotonou. Mr 
President, what topice did you cover in your talke? 


[Anewer] Firet, you must be aware of the ties uniting Niger to the Ivory Coast, 
both of which belong, as do many other countries in thie area, to that old organi- 
zation, the “Conseil de l'Entente” [Alliance Council]. On the other hand, the 
economic situation which is currently prevailing leads ue to be true to ourselves, 
that is, to our policy which is founded upon consultation and united action, for 
the purpose of sharing views. My short vieit to the Ivory Coast, or more precisely 
to Yamoussoukro, should be seen in that context. That trip was supposed to have 
taken place last November but, in view of both our agendas, could not take place 
until now. Ase I was saying, consultation and concerted action are highly important 
to us in thie critical moment, when no country on our continent and more particularly 
in our part of Africa ia safe from the economic crisis we are all familiar with. 





While countries euch as the Ivory Coast have, before us, encountered injustice on 
the part of those well-off in thie world--particularly where cocoa was concerned, 
others preceded the Ivory Coast in being subjected to that same injustice in the 
area of remuneration for their raw materiale. For some it was copper; for others, 
coffee or phosphates. Niger was no exception to the rule with regard to products 
of our subsoil. 


Ae I etated in Yamoussoukro, we are perhaps in the throes of individually paying 
the penalty for not having thought earlier of the need to help each other and to 
close ranks in a epirit of true solidarity, keeping in mind that no one will be 
spared. However, beyond the tightening of our bonds, and since nothing clouds 
the relationship between Niger and the Ivory Coast, and keeping in mind what 
President Houphovet-Boigny stands for in this area and perhaps aleo throughout 
the continent[...] [paragraph ends here in original text] 


Let us not forget that we are Africans. Therefore, respect for our elders has 
always been one of our cardinal virtues. So we went to Yamoussoukro for inter- 
views with the Ivorian chief of state because we thought: today, more than ever, 
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Africa, which constitutes a reserve=-I am not saying “potential"=-of raw materiale, 
should not only somehow weather the crisia, but aleo be able to sit down to talk 
to ite partners across the table, aa they are in real need of raw materiale, 


No position, no policy can match one of united action backed up by a policy of 
solidarity, Remember also that we have always had a rather large number of our 
fellow citizens who have chosen to live on Ivorian soil, either permanently or 
temporarily. Whether on our national soil or, even more importantly, abroad, 

we want Nigeriens to behave with dignity. Nigeriens from all parte of the Ivory 
Coast made a point of coming to Yamoussoukro at their own expense so that we might 
talk, and we were truly heartened by their new awareness and urged them to remember 
their native land, not in order to return there but so that they would remember 
their own people, whom they have left behind. 


On our way back we made a point of stopping in Benin. You will recall how much 

the port of Cotonou means to us. At present we have some 6,000 tons of salt in 
the port of Cotonou. On another subject, in keeping with our policy of living 

on very good terms and in perfect harmony with our immediate neighbors in this 
uncertain world, we wanted to epeak to the Beninese chief of state because nothing 
can mar the quality of our relations. As Benin and Niger are members of the 
Alliance Council, a council that has not had a summit meeting in more than 2 years, 
we felt it normal to have talks on that subject, because, in this part of Africa, 
the Alliance Council is an organization that intends to stay vital, which is our 
wish also. 


[Question] Mr President, your visit to Yamoussoukro took place at a time when a 
diplomatic merry-go-round is going on in the Ivory Coast. Might this suggest 
the start of a unified policy, on the part of this area of the continent to face 
current problems? 


[Anewer] Let us say that what we have here is a simple coincidence. Other chiefs 
of state and African leaders preceded us, others will follow, it is a matter of 
calendar. We find that normal: one of Africa's strengths resides and must reside 
in consultation and united action. I believe that you should look upon that 
merry-go-round in that context, especially since, in a few days, Freetown, in 
Sierra Leone, will be the site of the ECOWAS summit on economic problems; scheduled 
a few daye after that conference is the great African rally, that is, the OAU 
summit. This is a way of telline you that such merry-go-rounds are justified, 
whether on a political or economic level.

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MINISTER INSPECTS URBAN, RURAL HYDRAULIC INFRASTRUCTURE 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 19 May 81 p 4

[Text] Mr Yahaya Tounkara, minister of hydrology, returned 
to Niemey last Saturday after a tour of inspection of rural 
and urban hydraulic worke in Konni, Madarounfa, Maradi and 
Doge raoua. 


In Konni, (iret stop in this tour, the minister of hydrology and the delegation 
accompanying him visited the town's water tower. The tower was built around 1974, 
with a capacity .é 650 cubic meters and a consumption of 750 to 800 cubic meters. 
However, when filled to o erflow, water pours onto the ground, thue causing a 
progressive sinking of the water tower. Also, some lots are located on the water 
system. 


Faced with that situation, Mr Yahaya Tounkara recommended that NIGELEC [Niger 
Electric Power Company] leaders consult public works plans to solve the problem. 


The second part of the tour was devoted to visiting the drillings located in the 
western part of Goulbin-Cabi. 


Last Stop 


The minister of hydrology thus visited 21 drillings in the district of Madarounfa, 
three of which are failures and two are already working. FORACO [expansion 
unknown] has been entrusted with completion of those drillings. 


In the city of Maradi itself, which suffers from a shortage of water, the minister 
of hydrology went to the Maradi Goulbi to visit welle and two drillinges conducted 
by the OFEDES [Office of Subsoil Water]. In Dogeraoua, the last stop in the tour, 
the ministerial delegation visited the work site for water supply lines costing 
140 million CPA francs as part of the FNI [National Investment Fund) 1981. OFEDES 
is performing the work, which began last Wednesday. %o ae not to find himself in 
the same predicament as in Konni, the minister of hydrology asked to see the 
parceling of the village. Mr Yahaya Tounkara took advancage of this tour to speak 
to the people and become acquainted with their problems. They expressed their 
desire for the construction of schools and dispensaries. The minister took due 
note of all those grievances. 
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Review Conference in Maradi 


Before leaving Maradi, the miniater of hydrology presided over a comprehensive 
review conference in the meeting room of the Maradi city hall. Attending were the 
prefect of the department, the mayor of the township and executives from the 
Ministry of Hydrology and from FORACO, 


The minister of hydrology first took up the problem of the shortage of water in 

the town of Maradi. In that respect, he emphasized that, as a result of the failure 
of both drillings, local authorities had taken the initiative in drilling wells. 
"Considering the drillings, plus the many wells existing in the low grounds, we 
have concluded,” the minister declared, "that there should no longer be any water 
problem in Maradi. However, with the current situation, it seems that there is 

a shortage of water in this town, which needs 4,000 cubic meters per day. There- 
fore, ite causes need to be identified." 


The department prefect, township mayor and NIGELEC executive spoke up in turn to 
clarify the situation. Ite main cause is that the population (65,000) has been 
stockpiling water at night. With the increase in population, which by 1985 will 
reach 90,000, a third water tower of drilling is necessary. The minister of 
hydrology then pointed out that long-range plans include a new system, whose 
financing sources are being studied. Works will be performed by GKW [expansion 
unknown]. However, in the immediate future, Mr Tounkara suggested, we should resume 
the study of existing watersources to remedy that situation. 


Low Water Flow 


The second part of the meeting concerned the visit to drill sites in the Gabi region. 
The minister of hydrology indicated that 1,000 drillings at a cost of more than 
three and a half billion will be performed in Maradi, Niamey and Zinder departments. 
Thus 232 drillings are scheduled for Maradi, 400 for Zinder, and the remainder for 
Niamey. 


In regard to the visit to the Gabi District, the minister of hydrology declared 
that out of 21 drill sites visited, 18 are productive; two of these are already 
equipped with pumps. The other three are failures. In regions with light water 
flow, a third drilling has been planned. Mr Yahaya Tounkara recommended that 
FORACO be equipped with pumps to do a successful job. 


Coming to the topic of projects, the minister of hydrology pointed out that besides 
the 232 drillings planned for the Maradi Department, German financing exists for 

a drinking water system for Maradi and Madarounfa, and on the 1981 FNI the con- 
struction of 13 wells including nine in Tessaoua and four in Dakoro. Those wells 
will be dug by OFEDES. Other projects are: within the framework of the second 
Danish loan, a drinking water system in Guidan-Roumdji, Tibiri, Aguie and Gazaoua; 
ten wells within the framework of rural water resources and, with financing from 
ECOWAS, 200 wells to be dug (63 percent in village water resources and 40 percent 
[sic] in grazing lands water resources). All these projects involve the Maradi 
Department. 
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The miniater of hydrology took advantage of this comprehensive review meeting to 
thank the Maradi Department prefect, the Madarounfa deputy prefect and the chief 
of Maradi Province who accompanied him throughout this tour, and to thank the 
people as well for their warm welcome, 


Let us point out in conclusion that Mr Yahaya Tounkara was accompanied on this 
tour by several executives from the Mintetry of Hydrology.

FRANCE TO FUND NEW ASSISTANCE PROJECTS 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 4 Jun 81 p 4 


[Text] Mr Mahamadou Halilou, acting minister of foreign affairs and cooperation, 
and Pierre Nolet, charge d'affaires ad interim of the French Embassy, signed five 
agreements yesterday totalling Fr CPA 1,336,250,000. These subsidies will make 
it possible for four projects now under way to continue: 


~-Technical assistance to the National Hydro-Agricultural Improvements Office 
(ONAHA). To facilitate the establishment of ONAHA's structures, the Aid and 
Cooperation Fund [FAC] has been providing the financing for the services of three 
high-level technical assistants since 1979. The disbursement of Fr CFA 150 million 
will allow this technical assistance to continue until June 1982. 


--The rural development ministry's central body for coordination and evaluation of 
projects, which is receiving Fr CFA 26,250,000 in assistance. 


--Improvement and rehabilitation of the Dallol Maori palmyra grove (third 
installment). France has already provided financing in the amount of Fr CFA 92 
million for rehabilitation of 2,200 hectares planted in young palmyras.

In reply to a question concerning the upkeep of drillings, 
Mr Yahaya Tounkara indicated that in that respect the villagers have received 
training limited to the replacement of rubber joints in case of breakdown. How- 
ever, the minister of hydrology said, a mobile team will be traveling through 

the villages to perform repairs. We are aleo currently thinking things over in 

an attempt to find more effective formulas. As far as research is concerned, we 
shall call upon spectalized agencies concerned with maintenance problems. As far 
as infrastructures are concerned, the minister of hydrology denounced the increase 
in drillings, taking into account the increasing population figures (Gabi: two 
pumps for each 1000 residents). With respect to the drilling failures, Mr Yahaya 
Tounkara pointed out that other drillings would make up for them. Finally, in 
regard to his impressions, the minister of hydrology made several remarks directed 
towards FORACO. He then asked FORACO to mass produce pumps, because, out of 21 
drillings performed in the Madarounfa area, only two are provided with pumps. 

With respect to the people in the localities visited, the minister acknowledged 
his pleasure with the warm welcome he had received from them. Those people, Mr 
Yahaya Tounkara finally concluded, were anxious to meet him and to share their 
problems with him.

[Text] Many parents wept at the premises of the Sokoto Criminal Upper Area Court 
at the weekend as their children were bound over to keep the peace for six months 
for their part in the recent religious disturbances in some institutions of higher 
learning. 


The court found 37 students guilty of unlawful assembly, rioting and causing a 
breach of public peace. 


Many of the students, especially those from the Ahmadu Bello University (ABU) 
Zaria, refused to sign the bond on the grounds that “the decision of the court 
is unislamic." 


Apprehensive of what would become of their children, the parents who had beseiged 
the court premises appealed to them to sign the bond, but they refused. 


This prompted the parents of the students to resort to weeping openly in the 
court premises. 


But only 13 out of 37 students eventually agreed to sign the bond form. 
The most spectacular episode of the day was the refusal of two female «cudents 


from the Federal Government College, Sokoto, to sign the bond, despite pathetic 
appeals from their parents. 
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The students insisted that they would not sign anything which contradicted Islamic 
principles. 


The presiding judge, Alhaji Mohammed Gulma, then ordered all the students who 
refused to sign the bond to be further remanded in prison custody until Jun 1 
when the court will decide on its next line of action,

[Text] Bombay, May 21l--The Zimbabwe government ™y not be averse to the use of 
the country's soil in future by anti-raciet forces in their struggle againet 
the South African regime, 


A broad indication to this effect was given by the Marxist Prime Minister of 
Zimbabwe, Mr Robert Mugabe, in an interview to this paper this morning. 


Mr Mugabe is on a four-day visit to this country. He and his entourage arrived 
here late last night and left for New Delhi this morning in an Indian Air Force 
aircraft. He was seen off by the minister of state, Mr Premanand Awale. 


The school-teacher-turned-guerrilla leader said right now his government was 

not in a position to permit the use of Zimbabwe by revolutionary forces opposed 
to the racist regime in Pretoria. Zimbabwe, which threw off the British colonial 
yoke in April last year, was still consolidating its position. However, there 
was no reason why in future “necessary facilities" should not be given to the 
liberation forces, he stated. 


A pleasant and warm-hearted person, Mr Mugabe said at present his government 
was making ite contribution to the Liberation committee of the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU).

GUN CONTROL LAW=-Anyone found with unlicensed firearms following an amnesty next 
month and \uguet will face a minimum of five years in jail, the Minister of Home 
Affairs, Me Richard Hove, warned yesterday. The amnesty and the new mandatory 
minimum jail sentence would be gazetted tomorrow in terms of the Emergency Powers 
Regulations, the Minister said in a statement. "During the amnesty period people 
possessing unlicensed firearms, from wherever they may have been obtained, may 
either apply to have them registered=--and if they have good reason for possessing 
such firearme--or hand them in to the police for surrender to the State," he said. 
"Anyone still in possession of an unregistered firearm by September 1 will face 

a minimum jail sentence of five years." The new maximum sentence would be 10 
years and only in exceptional cases would magistrates be able to impose lesser 
penalties. “It is a stiff penalty but the Government believes that, having given 
the people concerned the opportunity to turn in their weapons without fear of 
prosecution, it cannot stretch its benevolence further." The regulations would 
also regularise the position of those people whose firearm certificates expired 
at the end of 1980.
